In recent years the Art Gallery of Ontario has emerged as a major 
provincial resource whose services extend far beyond Metropolitan } 
Toronto. \This began initially in 1966 when an Act of the Provincial 
Parliament ‘ hanged the name from the Art Gallery of Toronto to the 
Art Gallery of Ontario. Since then the significance of the new name has" 
become more and more pronounced. 


One of the major. factors in the shift in emphasis’‘i is the assistance 
offered by the Gallery’ s Extension Services to galleries, libraries, recre- 
ational centres and educational institutions throughout the province. 
Last year 38 exhibitions, travelled to 85 commu ties for a total of 228 
bookings. : 


A wide and versatile program is planned a year, keeping in mind the 
specific needs of exhibiting\centres. There are some very large ex- 
hibitions, and many modest ones that can be adapted to suit the more 
limited exhibition spaces. The selecti m includes straightforward, two- 

imensional shows like Tibe la. ‘and Water Colours by John Ben- 
nett, and multi-media displays , dike Chairs, Patchwork Quilts and 
Wrought Iron: European Household ensils from the 17th to the 19th

The Bellevilli 
Public Library, for example, began with very modest facilities, whic) 
have improved sO much over the years that in 1974\they were able t 
take a major Emhily Carr exhibition.

EXPLANATORY NOTES 
This compilation contains six sections: 

1. Ontario summary and comparison; 2. a statistical analysis of the regional library systems; 
3. salaries of full-time professional librarians; 4. facilities, equipment and services; 5. resources; 
6. income and expenditure. Statistics for libraries serving over 10,000 population are given with 
totals for libraries serving under 10,000 population. Statistics for boards serving a population under 
10,000 are available on request. 

The statistics are arranged by 14 library system regions: 

NORTHERN ONTARIO: Northwestern (Kenora, Rainy River, Thunder Bay districts); North Central 
(Algoma, Manitoulin, Sudbury districts and the Regional Municipality of Sudbury); Northeastern 
(Cochrane and Timiskaming districts); Algonquin (Nipissing, Parry Sound districts and the District 
Municipality of Muskoka). 

SOUTHERN ONTARIO: Southwestern (Essex, Kent, Lambton counties); Lake Erie (Elgin, Middle- 
sex, Oxford counties); Midwestern (Huron, Perth, Wellington counties and the Regional Munic- 
ipality of Waterloo); Niagara (Haldimand-Norfolk, Niagara regional municipalities) Georgian Bay 
(Bruce, Dufferin, Grey, Simcoe counties); South Central (Halton, Hamilton-Wentworth regional 
municipalities and Brant County); Central Ontario (Durham, Peel, York regional municipalities); 
Metropolitan Toronto; Lake Ontario (Frontenac, Haliburton, Hastings, Lennox & Addington, 
Northumberland, Peterborough, Prince Edward, Victoria counties); Eastern Ontario (Lanark, Leeds 
& Grenville, Prescott & Russell, Renfrew, Stormont, Dundas & Glengarry counties and the Regional 
Municipality of Ottawa-Carleton). 

The figures reported were taken from the Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovern- 
mental Affairs’ forms; N/A on the tables means that figures were not available. Below are short 
explanations of selected headings; the definitions on the Ministry of Treasury, Economics and 
Intergovernmental Affairs’ forms were followed. 

CATEGORIES — FACILITIES, EQUIPMENT AND SERVICE 

NAME OF CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICER: Name of the Executive Officer of the Board as defined in 
section 18 of The Public Libraries Act. 

POPULATION SERVED: Population is given as supplied in the current issue of the Municipal Direc- 
tory. Populations for Indian Bands were supplied by the Department of Indian Affairs. Excluded is 
population outside organized municipalities, except for the populations of Indian Bands with public 
library boards. Some of the excluded population is served by library boards. 

PERMANENT SERVICE POINTS: Any library, branch or deposit station at which is provided in 
separate quarters direct service to users. 

MOBILE STATIONS: Any vehicle in which is provided direct service to users. 

PROFESSIONAL LIBRARIANS: A professional librarian is any person who possesses an undergraduate 
degree meeting the admission requirements of an accredited library school and, in addition, either a 
degree in librarianship from such a school or proof of equivalent training or education in librarian- 
ship. 

INTERLIBRARY LOAN: Loans to or from libraries which are not an integral part of the same admin- 
istrative unit. Books, periodicals and other materials are counted by the number of volumes or 
items; copies produced to take the place of original materials are counted by the number of volumes 
copied. 

CIRCULATION: The total number of books and other items charged out for in-library or out-of 
library use. 

CATEGORIES — RESOURCES 

VOLUME:A volume is all material contained in one binding or portfolio, whether it is as originally 
issued or as bound after issue. 

TITLE: A title is the distinguishing name of a written or printed production. 

PERIODICAL: A serial appearing or intended to appear indefinitely at regular or stated intervals, 
generally more frequently than annual, each issue of which contains separate articles, stories or 
other writings. 

CATEGORIES — INCOME AND EXPENDITURE 

PROVINCIAL GRANT: Total amount of provincial aid received by the library from the Province. 
LOCAL SUPPORT: Total tax income, appropriations and grants from the municipality/municipalities 
for which the library was established. 

OTHER REVENUE: |oOtal funds received from all other sources. This figure also includes unexpended 
balances from previous year regardless of the original source of these funds. 

NET CURRENT REVENUE: Total of previous three columns minus the deficit brought forward from 
previous fiscal year. 

PERSONNEL Costs: The total amount spent for wages, salaries and fringe benefits. 

LIBRARY MATERIALS: The total amount expended for books, periodicals, newspapers, audiovisual 
materials, microforms and other library materials. 

OTHER OPERATING: Total funds spent on all other items. 

CAPITAL EXPENDITURE: Monies expended for new items of furniture, equipment, land, buildings, 
alterations, mobile units, initial book stock out of current revenue. 

TOTAL CURRENT EXPENDITURE: Total of previous four columns minus monies received from other 
library boards and/or regional library board. 

EXPENDITURE PER CAPITA: Total current expenditure, adjusted to avoid duplication of funds, 
divided by the population served.
